smut. Last year 
2,239,000 - bushels 


were lost from smut, or 5 per cent of 
the entire crop. 
"We can not afford 


to pay such a tax when it can be 
prevented by the 
following 
simple 


and inexpensive treatment: 


Dry Method — Mil one pint of for- 


maldehyde with one pint of water and 
use in small hand sprayer. Atomizer 
sprayers can be purchased for 50c to 
75c- Spray the solution on grain, as 
this is being shoveled over, holding 
sprayer close to grain and taking care 
that the mist is -well distributed. One 
stroke of the sprayer gives enough, 
mist for each shovelful of grain. One 
quart of solution will treat 50 bushels. 
"When all grain is treated, shovel into 
a pile, and carefully cover for five 
hours as directed 
under the 
wet 


method. The grain may be sown Im- 
n-ediately after the treatment, or al- 
lowed to air thoroughly and stored in 
disinfected sacks or bins until need- 
ed.

Are Being Used. 


Secretary McAdoo has Issued the fol 


lowing Liberty Loan statement: 


"Again the American people nave the 


privilege of. lending their money, their 


J savings, to their government for the 


purpose of matting the lives and liber- 
ties of every American safe and of 
securing the lives and liberties of the 
gallant nations -which fight with us. 


"These bonds bear 4% per cent Inter- 


est They_are eieinpe from all federal 
state and" local- taxation except the 
federal super-Income taxes and Inher- 
itance taxes. They are due ten years 
after their date. They are the safest 
Investment in the world." and they bear 
a rate of interest adequately and gen- 
erously remunerative. The "monev de- 
rived from taese bonds will be used to 
supply our soldiers and sailors with 
the food, clothing, guns, ammunition 
and other essentials which they must 
hare If they are to wia this war; to 
pay the wages of labor of those who 
are engaged In manufacturing these 
essential supplies: to pay for the raw- 
materials and the farm products and 
the countless other things that enter 
Into the war program of a great na- 
tion. 


"We must not, -we cannot consider 


the- purchase of governmeut bonds as 
a purely commercial or business trans- 
action. TTar is not business, although 
the nation's business now is war. War 
is the death struggle for the principles 
and ideals for which a nation fights. 
Business must be adjusted to war, and 
«very ordinary rule of business must 
be modified, altered or discarded if 
necessary to" meet the supreme need 
of the nation In such, a time. National 
necessity is the supreme law of war, 
and the first duty of every citizen is to 
subordinate himself and every Interest 
to tliat supreme necessity. To lend 
one's money on safe security Is at best 
a small contribution compared with 
the sacrifice the dying soldier makes, 
the sacrifice the widow makes, the sac- 
rifice the mother and father of a dead 
hero make. Patriotism must at all 
times be the mainspring of action not 
only In the purchase of bonds, but in 
every other thing, the good, citaien does 
in the support of his government in 
time of war. 


An Essential Service^ 


"Let us not, therefore, consider the 


purchase of government bonds merely 
as a commercial'or business transac- 
tion, merely as an Investment, how- 
ever safe it may be. tet us consider 
It a privilege as well as a duty to per- 
form this part of the essential service 
required of us so long as the war lasts. 


"It is-not enough to merely subscribe 


for a. bond. The chief value of the 
subscription lies in the fact that the 
purchaser keeps his bond; that he de- 
nies himself something In order to 
keep It; that he saves something in 
order to buy it 
"When you lend your 


money to the govemmept you must 
not sell your bond Immediately on the 
market, because you do not help in 
that -way. Every unnecessary sale of 
a government bond tends to depress 
the market price, and the more the 
market price of government bonds Js 
depressed the more hurtful it is to the 
government's credit and to the genu- 
ine Interest of the people of the Unit- 
ed States. If the price goes below par 
there Is an Immediate demand on the 
part of the thoughtless people for an 
increase in the rate of interest, and 


time the rate of Interest is in- 


creased a new "burden of taxation is 
Imposed on the mass of the American 
people, I know that *e are as a peo 
pie sensible enough and strong enough 
and patriotic enough to continue to 
supply the government with all the 
money it needs at a reasonable rate of 
interest Let us make a fight now to 
stabilize the rate and let us prove to 
the world that America's patriotism is 
not determined by the rate of Interest 
per annum or by any other mercenary 
consideration.

1917 A YEAR OF DISASTERS 


Earth Never Trembled So Violent!/ 


and So Generally as During the 


Past Twelve Months. , 


An earthquake- that destroyed the 


city of Guatemala has added to the 
record of disasters nn<! liorrors that 
have marked the past year, quite 
apart from the tragedies of the war, 
as one of the most dreadful In modern 
nnnals. Early in the year 1917 an 
earthquake occurred In central For- 
mosa^ killing 300. Later Ia the same . 
month 550 were killed by aa earth- 
quake on the Island of Ball, on the 
ilalay archipelago. 


In April many were killed In Tus- 


cany and Umbrfa, In Italy, by an earth- 
quake. Shocks occurred In different 
parts of the world throughout the 
spring, the most severe being m San 
Salvador, where fortunately no lives 
were lost though serious damage was 
done. Heavy damage was done In 
July In the Samoan islands, with losses 
of life, in August an earthquake In 


Zealand caused "serious destruc- 


tion. In September "Colombia felt a 
series of shocks lasting for two weeks, 
with the destruction of hundreds ot 
houses and some losses of life. A 
disaster of another character, but be- 
onging to the record of misfortunes of 
the year, occurred in Halifax; harbor 
on the 6th of December, when a muni- 
tions ship was destroyed by collision 
with another vessel and over 1,500 
lives were lost with a property loss of 
$50,000,000.
